The new Diesel engine contains 
six cylinders and is said to develop 
200 horse power. It weighs 3,500 
pounds. The engine is expected to 
increase the efficiency and power 
produced by internal combustion en- 
gines, by providing a _ structure 
whereby compressed air can be in- 
troduced into a cylinder in such vol- 
ume and at such a speed as to 
completely displace the exhaust 
gases. 

After each explosion the cylinder 
of the motor will be filled with a 
fresh supply of compressed air, 
which is further compressed by the 
stroke of the piston to ignite the 
fuel charge.

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N. J. GAS TAX INCREASES 

$686,581 IN HALF YEAR 
Trenton, N. J. Aug. 5—For the 
first six months of the present year 
the total revenue received by the 
state for the gasoline tax jumped 
more than a half million dollars 
over the same period in 1928, ac- 
cording to figures just made public 
here by Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
William L. Dill. So far this year a 
total of $4,497,597.81 has been re- 
ceived to June 30, as against $3,811,- 
016.06 for the same period in 1928. 
This represents an increase of $686,- 
581.75 


Gasoline Storage Figures 
Show Huge Drop in June 


Washington, Aug. 5.—Stocks of 


gasoline in June showed a reduction 
of 3,187,000 barrels, whereas stocks 
of all oils, crude and refined, in- 
creased 4,974,000, the United States 
Bureau of Mines has announced. 

In May similar action was re- 
ported on a lesser scale, when it was 
noted that gasoline stores decreased 
2,400,000 barrels, while all oils in 
storage gained 3,726,000. 

Stocks of gasoline at the end of 
the month amounted to 41,461,000 
barrels, compared with 44,648,000 
barrels on May 31, and 34,393,000 
barrels on June 30, 1928. At the June 
rate of total demand the amount 
of gasoline on hand was equivalent 
to 31 days’ supply, compared with 
35 days’ supply on May 31 and 3l 
days’ supply on hand a year previ- 
ous. 

Decline of gasoline stocks in the 
face of record-breaking output, the 
Bureau of Mines states, was due 
both to continued high domestic 
consumption and to increased ex- 
ports. Indicated domestic consump- 
tion averaged 1,123,000 barrels a 
day, a small increase over May and 
14 per cent. above a year ago. Total 
consumption of gasoline in June, 
amounting to 39,525,000 barrels, in- 
cluding exports, showed an increase 
or 17 per cent. over the 33,830,000 
barrels consumed in June, last year. 
Production and imports of gasoline 
together totaled 36,338,000 barrels, 
saeseneeng 18 per cent. over June, 
928. 


Developments in California fea- 
tured the month and were largely 
responsible for the increase in daily 
average wroduction of crude oil for 
the country. Continued success in 
exploiting and uncovering new sands 
in Santa Fe Springs, Cal.. field was 
the chief cause underlying the in- 
crease in daily average production 
in that state from 775,900 barrels in 
May to 820,900 barrels in June. 

Although daily average production 
in Texas also increased in June, the 
state fell from first to second place 
in favor of California by a mar- 
gin of only 300 barrels in daily out- 
put. Oklahoma fell off, but Kansas, 
ranking fourth in output, register- 
ed a small increase in daily average 
production. With the notable ex- 
ception of Michigan, the majority of 
the Eastern states reported a de- 
crease in daily production in June. 

During June pipe line and tank 
farm stocks of crude oil east of 
California increased about 800,000 
barrels, in contrast to withdrawals 
the previous month amounting to 
nearly 2,000,000 barrels. On the 
other hand, refinery stocks of crude 
decreased about 1,250,000 barrels in 
June, giving a net decrease in crude 
stocks east of California of about 
450.000 barrels. Stocks of crude in 
California continued to increase as 
demands remained well below pro- 
duction. 

Runs of crude petroleum to stills 
again established a new high record 
in June, when a daily average of 
2,813,000 barrels was processed,

MILK COMPANIES TO 
ADOPT MOTOR DELIVERY 


Newark, N. J., Aug. 5.—After years 
of experimentation, milk distribu- 
tors in this section announce that 
trucks will finally replace horses 
The Alderney and Borden companies, 
two of the largest milk distributors 
in the state, have been testing gaso- 
line-electric motored trucks and

The three-way 
control system, with steering and 
shifting devices on either side, as 
well as in front, allowed the driver 
to operate as freely and more quickly 
than with the slow-moving horse.

“To all outward appearances the current level of opera- 
tion is fully warranted by demands, and the prevailing sen- 
timent among business men has seldom been more thoroughly

optimistic. These considerations lend support to the view 
that any necessary downward adjustment of operating 


schedules may be deferred for some time. Nevertheless, it 
is a well-known fact that the final consumption of goods, 
upon which all industrial activity ultimately depends, 
changes comparatively slowly and that a sharp upward 
movement in business activity is invariably followed sooner 
or later by a corresponding decline. 


“It must be admitted that two of the factors which have 


encouraged forward buying in the past—namely, overtaxed 
transportation facilities and rising commodity prices—are 
entirely absent. As long as this remains true, it is not likely 
that any radically unsound commodity situation will develop. 
In order to forestall such a situation, however, 
necessary for some branches of business to moderate their 
pace.” 

In other words, this is a time for the manufacturer 
to watch his markets with an extra careful eye, so that 
he may adjust his operations as buying currents shift and 
veer. The greatest safeguard that any industry can have 
is a flexibility of operation, which prevents its being 
caught overextended or overproduced. The absence of 
any familiar and normal economic factor, such as the ab- 
normally slight summer recession this year, will suggest 
to the far-sighted manufacturer the wisdom of keeping a 
careful finger on the pulse of buying. 


Henry Ford’s Birthday 


ENRY FORD celebrated his sixty-sixth birthday by 
putting in his usual man’s size job of work. The only 
deviation from normal that he permitted himseif was a brief 
visit to the old house in which he was born, back in the days | 
when the rumble of the Civil War still echoed throughout | 
the world. 

Few men have ever stopped to survey the accomplish- 
ment of their lives from the vantage point of a birthday 
with any greater occasion for satisfaction than Mr. Ford 
must feel when he pauses at one of these milestones. Few | 
men have ever had more influence on the development of the | 
human race than Henry Ford has had. We do not know 
exactly how many motor vehicles have rolled off the assem- 
bly lines of Ford plants all over the world. It was over 
15,000,000 for the old Model T; it is 2,000,000 and more for 
the Model A, and there were other models. All told it must 
be nearly 18,000,000 vehicle units that this master builder 
has set loose upon the highways of the world. 

What all these vehicles, with their billions of miles of 
trav el and their effect on the psychology of the human be- 
ings who drove them, have meant in the development of the = 
present generation, no man can even guess. Undoubtedly 
millions of men have gained a new self-reliance, a new feel- 
ing of assurance, a boldness behind the wheels of Mr. Ford’s 
productions. 

We have a feeling that the psychological influence 
of Henry Ford’s cars has been more potent than their 
economic value, great as has been that, and any man who 
has been able to influence human life so profoundly and 
so beneficially as he has need not dread the introspection 
that comes with birthdays.

MARKET FEATURE 


Up 34 Points in Week; 
Other Passenger Car 
Shares Strong

EW YORK, Aug. 5.— 
After sagging for three 
consecutive weeks, the motor 
shares listed on the various 
stock exchanges rallied some- 
what in the past week. 
While the upward movement of 
this group was far from impressive 
with about as many issues falling off 


as were going up, it was the first 
sign of real strength to be exhibited 
by the automotives since the first 
week in July 

More strength was displayed in 
the past week among the passenger 
car stocks than has been present for 
some time Auburn still led the 
way. with a thirty-four-point in- 
crease in market value, with Gen- 


eral Motors and Chrysler each pick 
ing up more than three points 
The strength in Auburn reflects 
the continued prosperity of the 
company. Not much news is 
available on the probable basis 
of exchange of the present Au- 
burn shares for stcok in the new 

Cord Corporation, the holding 
company, and there also is some 
mystery surrounding the recent 

incorporation of the Corman Air- 
craft Corporation in Indiana by 

E. L. Cord, president of Auburn, 
and several of his associates. 

The incorporation of this new air- 
craft concern apparently was to 
supplement the airplane engine ac- 
tivities of the Lycoming Manuiac- 
turing Company, engine making 
subsidiary of the Auburn Automo- 
bile Company, but just what part it 
will play in the Auburn reorganiza- 
tion is not known. It was reported 
in Wall Street some time back that 
Auburn was going to $500 a share, 
and it now looks as if this predic- | 
tion will come true. 

With the seasonal slump of July 
out of the way and with many new 
models making their appearance, 
with a resulting increase in produc- 
tion, the motor stocks are attractting 
more favorable comment in finan- 
cial circles. The general opinion is, 
however. that nothing like a gen- 
eral upward sweep of these shares 
will take place until next month. 

Automotive shares in the month 
of July just about lost the gains 
made in June. thereby leaving the 
serious losses of May still to be 
regained. The average price of 
the sixty representative stocks used 
in the Automotive Daily News com- 
pilation, for instance, at the close 
on Saturday was 61.91. as compared 
with 66.09 at the beginning of the 
May slump, and with 59.11 at the 
close of the first week in June. 

The passenger car group in the 
past week went to a new high for 
the year and for all time, with | 
the assistance of Auburn, Chrys- 
ler, General Motors, Hudson, Hupp 
and Packard. The average price 
of this group at the close Satur- | 
day was 66.98, a gain of 2.67, as 
compared with a gain of 1.65 in 
the previous week. This new 
high compares with a loss of 
55.70, made in the week ended 
June 1 and with a previous high 
of 55.73, made in the week ended | 


July 6.

whole and the lack of a group trend 
was the new low for the year made 


by the average price of the tire 
company shares in the past week 
This was the second consecutive 


week in which a new low was made 
by this group. The average price 
at the close was 57.66, as compared 
with 57.82 the previous week, a 
loss of .16. 

General Motors in the month of 
July dropped 2 points, from 75 to 
73, wnile Chrysler gained from 74, 
to 75 and Packard went up from 
130°¢ to 131% and Studebaker re- 
mained about the same. This would 
indicate that the leading passenger 
car stocks showed little change in 
the month, with the exception of 
Auburn, of course. which climbed 
from 330 on June 20 to 419 on Au- 
gust 3, a gain of 89 points. This 
largely accounted for the advancing 
of the passenger car group of stocks 
into new high ground. Hudson was 
off slightly in the month, as was 
Hupp, about 5 points.

To one cupful of true emotion just add one or 
more unexpected incidents as the emotion boils 
up, then stir well with the condition of the times, 
and you have the average True Story of the 
average life. 


Of course, only the very great writers and think- 
ers, on the one hand, and the great mass of people 
who are not writers at all, on the other, under- 
stand this. Popular writers of popular novels do 
ot understand it in the least. But the truly great 
and the truly simple understand that life is made 
up of apparently unimportant, stupid incidents 
coming at the wrong-—or the right—time and 
utterly changing the courses of our entire lives. 


Clarence Darrow, for example, tells us that as 
a young man, when he was first admitted to the 
bar, he had selected a small Ohio town to settle 
down in for the rest of his life. He had become 
engaged to a girl and had gone out and bought a 
house. The next day when he went around to 
make the first payment on the house the real 
estate man refused to take it and raised the price. 
The young Darrow thereupon gave up the house, 
packed his valise, and set off for Chicago. 


Darrow, at seventy, still student of philosophy, 
of literature, of life, understands the tremendous 
importance of unimportant incidents at such 
important times. And he tells the story in just 
‘that way. 


If John Galsworthy were writing the life of 
Darrow, he would probably tell the story in the 
same way. But to a writer of average av. .iy, tue 
first payment on a house as the determining fac- 
tor in a great life would not have much savor. A 
first payment on the girl, or some similar climac- 
tic event would make a better start. 


Strangely enough, the true stories in True Story 
Magazine, written by a great mass of people who 
are not writers at all, lean more to the Galsworthy 

‘style of writing a story and the Darrow style of 
thinking it out. They also seem to realize somehow 
that life is made up of these comparatively unim- 
portant and ofttimes trivial incidents which can- 
not be anticipated and over which no one seems 
to have control, but whose outcome in emotional 
crises changes the whole current of their lives.

But if 
he heard any of his children talking sex, he would 
slap them down with a hard and horny hand. 


No; so far as sex is concerned, the true stories

But so far as life itself is concerned, these 
stories which were once rather drab and sordid 
are now becoming very interesting.

That young Darrow coming to Chicago today 
would have rather a hard time of it finding any 
labor cause to espouse. He couldn’t fight again 
for shorter hours, for higher wages, or child-labor 
laws, or laborers’ compensation acts—all of which 
formed the very crux of that man’s early life. 


Today, if he were to espouse the cause of 
labor, it would probably have to be as their finan- 
cial advisor, telling them what to do with their 
money. 


And that is why, to anyone who is student-minded, the 
true stories of today in True Story Magazine become decid- 
edly interesting reading matter, with plenty of food for 
thought in the new economic settings which they portray.
